Garden 'Shorts' 
For Month of June 


By The Master Gardener 


Roses 


To keep mildew and black spot 


in check, spray or dust roses fre- 
quently. 


Keep rose beds thoroughly cul- 


tivated. This will help to reduce 
the number of rose bugs. 


All good rosarians know that 


the fall blooms of roses are among 
the best. To make sure you will 
secure good fall bloom, pay spe- 
cial attention to feeding and 
cleanliness in the rose garden 
after the first bloom, and all 
through the summer. 


Phlox 


Dust plants frequently with sul- 


phur, to prevent mildew. 


Shrubs 


Early blooming shrubs which 


are through flowering may be 
pruned at once; some of the old 
wood should be removed at 
the 


base. Then cultivate and feed 
with a complete, balanced plant 
food. 


Gladiolus 


Make additional 
plantings of 


gladiolus corms to provide for a 
supply of late - flowers. Be sure 
to apply plant food when planting. 
If your first planting of glads are 
well up by now, a surface feeding 
of complete, balanced plant food 
will be beneficial at this time. 


Hardy Munis 


Pinch back hardy chrysanthe- 


mums to keep them stocky. 


Feeding of mums for more and 


better blooms starts about 
the 


first of June. Use a complete, 
balanced plant food, feeding at in- 
tervals of about every 
three 


weeks. Be sure to water well 
both before and after feeding.

Perennials — 


After-Blooming Care 


Perennials that nave 
finished 


blooming should have the soil 
about them stirred up, and should 
be given a square meal of a com* 
'plete, balanced plant food, water- 
ing the plants well after feeding, 
so the food will be washed down 
to the roots. It is important that 
perennials be fed after flowering 
because it is then that they start 
manufacturing food for develop- 
ment of next year's blooms. Food 
stored this summer and fall will 
to some extent determine the 
Quality and number of flowers 
next year's plant* will produce. 


Two Crops for 
Every Garden Row 


Getting the most produce from 


a small plot of ground is a prob- 
lem for most urban and suburban 
gardeners. Where unlimited space 
is available for a garden, every 
vegetable may be grown in its own 
particular section, but with limit- 
ed space, early and late crops must 
be doubled up. 


Succession planting is the an- 


swer, and with a little investiga- 
tion and planning on paper almost 
the entire gamut of garden edibles 
may be grown on a 20-foot square 
in one season. 


In general, do not follow root 


crops with root crops or plants of 
one family with members of the 
same family. Here are a few com- 
binations that work out excellent- 
ly: 


Late peas followed by celery; 


early peas followed by late cab- 
bage; early lettuce by summer 
squash; spinach, lettuce, and rad- 
ishes by bush lima beans; early 
beets by string beans; early string 
beans, by fall beets; early carrots 
by endive or Chinese cabbage, ear- 
ly onions from sets by kale; peas 
by turnips, or carrots. 


Tomatoes may be set between 


the rows of peas, to get started 
while the peas are reaching ma- 
turity, and then the vines are re- 
oved, leaving the entire space to 
the tomatoes. Cucumbers may be 
planted for pickles after the early 
lettuce, radishes, spinach and on- 
ions from sets are out of the way. 


Peppers and eggplants may go 


in after the earliest spinach and 


I radishes. 
i 
Naturally, when intensive crop- 


jping is practiced, additional plant 
food is needed. When the second 
crop is sown a balanced 'plant food 
should be applied at the rate of 
at least two pounds for each 100 
square feet. 
These dual arrangements are the 


most important factors in draw- 
ing the plan for the vegetable gar- 
den. The small garden plan should 
: be worked out carefully before the

Jose X. Pablo of the Papago Indian tribe 


is a sage among his o\vn people and may well 


. be so regarded beyond the desert country 


they inhabit. The Papago Indians live in 
southern Arizona in an arid region where 
making a living is not easy. They weave 
baskets of native bear grass, yucca and 
-devil's claw, but they never have been so 
widely known to white Americans as some 
other tribes. 


Jose Pablo heard of the San Francisco 


World's Fair, and that the Department of 
the Interior would have a booth there for 
Indian handiwork. He urged his tribesmen 
to spend some of their communal funds to 
get their baskets and themselves before the 
patrons of the Fair. 


"When anybody makes some kind of ma- 


chine, they usually advertise it," he told his 
people, "and sooner or later someone buys 
what they advertise. If we accept this and 
buy these baskets we make to send away, 
we may gain or lose on this, but it will tend 
to advertise the wares the Papagos may 
have. 


"Sometimes we are discouraged before we 


start out, and it seems that a good many of 
you take the attitude that you are "Indians 
and are not capable of accomplishing any- 
thing. The person that goes ahead with 
things and is not afraid to go ahead even if 
he is going to lose, is helping to advance the 
world just by advertising or introducing 
something new." 


So the Papagos sent two women and one 


man to the fair to demonstrate their art and 
sell their products, and the venture has pros- 
pered. Jose's advice should be passed on to 
other Americans who have lost faith in 
themselves or their country.

ORIENTAL "POLICING" 


It was reported recently that "Great 


Britain and France have asked the United 
States to cooperate with them in a coordi- 
nated plan for policing the Far East." 
Whether such a request has actually been 
made or not, there is no doubt that it is what 
the two big European democracies would 
like to have us do. Our relations with them 
are close but informal. At a time when they 
are hard-pressed on many fronts, and in dan- 
ger of being kicked out of the Orient by 
Japan, they would naturally welcome our 
help. 


Ordinarily an appeal of that kind would 


be ignored. But it happens that American 
interests, too, have been rudely kicked 
around by Japan, not only during her recent 
invasion of China but ever since the Tokyo 
imperialists took over Manchuria. And we 
are getting rather fed up with Japanese ag- 
gression and insolence. 


Britain and France may be getting what 


they deserve now. because they refused to 
support our Asiatic policy in the beginning. 
But that's water over the dam. The present 
question is whether the Japanese are going 
to kick all of us out of Asia and the western 
Pacific, and make themselves as great a nui- 
sance in that vast region as the Nazis and 
Fascists are making themselves in Europe.

lem our government and public have to face 
right now. And what we should do about it 
is not at all clear.

PREVENTING TOOTH DECAV 


TALE OF TWO CITIES 


It might do much for the peace of the 


world if the Nazis today could see them- 
selves as others see them. 


"Danzig is German," Propaganda Minister 


Goebbels told a cheering audience there last 
Sunday, "and no amount of diplomacy or 
power-politics can change that." So Danzig 
has to come into the German Reich, even 
if it causes a great war. It is an absolute 
Nazi principle that Germans in blood must 
have a German government. Danzig, 90 per 
cent German, actually has complete local 
self-government, but is under the Polish flag, 
and is subject to rather moderate national 
laws and taxes. That is intolerable. 


Well, Prague, the Bohemian capital, is 


Czech. It is more completely Czech than 
Danzig is German. And its citizens would be 
very happy today if they had the self-gov-

Examination of 
many of the skulls of early peoples in this country, 
many of whom died more than one hundred years 
ago, before contact with our modern civilization, 
show little, if any tooth decay. The structure was 
built properly to begin with; the jaws were exer- 
cised by grinding hard foods, and the teeth and 
gums were cleaned by eating raw fruits and vege- 
tables. When civilization is not advanced, dental 
decay is powerless." 


Another point that dentists and food research 


experts point out is that not only will hard 
"chewy" food strengthen and cleanse teeth and 
gums and prevent pyorrhoea, but fruits and vege- 
tables, together with dairy products, are the best 
known tooth builders. 


In these days we all eat the refined and cooked 


foods of our civilization. These foods are "inviting" 
and stimulate our digestive juices so that the food 
is readily digested. And we will likely continue to 
eat them. 


However, if we and our children would eat 


"some" coarse hard foods daily, we and they would 
have fewer defects of teeth and gums.

SQUEEZED AGAIN 


Babson Says Savings Accounts 


>Tot Worth Much Any More 
Babson Park, Mass., June 23— 


Savings depositors are soon to ge 
another kick in the pants. In ccr 
tain states, interest on these ac 
counts is to be slashed again t 
as low as 1 per cent in many 
cases. In some banks, depositors 
whose accounts are below a cer 
tain minimum, will receive no in 
terest. Cost of these reductions to 
bank depositors may run into hun 
dreds of millions of dollars. This 
is a far cry from 10 years ago 
when banks begged people to de 
posit their money at 4 per cent in 
terest. 


All of the 45,000,000 owners o 


bank accounts realize that the 
return on their money has been 
drastically cut. I doubt, however 
if many recognize the far-reach- 
ng social and economic effects of 
this decline in interest rates. One 
of the biggest contributions to 
our present standard of living was 
the thrift of our fathers and 
grandfathers. 
Up to 1925-1930 


.hrift and initiative were encour- 
aged, while indolence and careless- 
ness were penalized. Today, the 
trend is in the opposite direction. 


Penalizing Thrift 


This trend, rather than the dol- 


ars and cents in interest lost to 
depositors, is the realty significant 
wint about the drop in interest 
rates on savings accounts. Let me 
•xplain 
the importance of this 


trend by following the situation 
tep-by-step. Why is it that banks 
must cut interest rates again and 
must stop paying interest on small 
accounts? 
The answer is easy. 


7he banks do not want any more 
leposits or depositors. 


Why do they not want more de- 


xwits? Because they cannot in- 
est money with safety and get 
sufficient return to pay 2 or 2% 
er cent on their deposits. There 
re only a few ways in which 
anks can invest their money— 
onds, real estate, and commercial 
oans. Just glance at these outlets 
for bank's money and you will see 
that they have no choice but to 
cut their interest rates. 


Good $1,000 bonds, for instance, 


carrying a coupon of 3^4 per cent, 
are selling for §1,100. This means 
that banks have to pay a $100 pre- 
mium for the privilege of invest- 
ing their money at S1^ per cent. 
Banks have been discouraged from 
making real estate loans except 
through the FHA. Even here in- 
terest rates are being cut to 4Vs 
and 4U per cent. If a bank can 
loan money to a good reputable 
business concern on a short-term! 
basis at 2 per cent it is lucky. As 
far as government bonds are con- { 
cerned, banks are fortunate if 
they can get a 1 per cent return. 


The next question is: Why are 


these interest rates so low? In the 
first place, the banks have more 


thorities take practically all the 
profits away from them. 


These businessmen know that 


they can now retire with enough 
to provide for themselves and 
family even though their income 
has been sharply reduced. So, why 
take chances on a "heads-you- 
won, tails-I-lose" basis? Not un- 
til the capital gains tax is dras- 
tically reduced will we see new 
businesses started and existing 
businesses expanding. In addition, 
there are hundreds of other taxes 
which retard business. Some of 
these, however, are now being ad- 
justed by Congress. 


Furthermore, our labor laws in 


their present form are 
stifling 


jobs and holding back employers. 
The Unemployment Compensation 
tax of 3 per cent, the Wage and 
Hour Act with its over-time pro- 
visions, the one-sided Wagner La- 
bor Act, all discourage employers 
From expanding or starting new 
pusinesses, limiting opportunities 
"or profitable investment of bank 
deposits, and handicapping the 
creation of new jobs for the un- 
employed.

reached a height of about 33 feet the 
foundation had ceded to one side by 
•even inches. 


Then, under the supervision of Bo* 


nanno da Pisa, the famous archi- 
tect and sculptor who had carved in 
bronze the great door for the Duo- 
mo in Pita, it is believed that Bo- 
nanno decided to preserve this lean, 
both from a desire to attempt a new 
application, of statics and because 
of the fame that would come to 
him if he -succeeded. 


In defense of this explanation, 


It is pointed out that towers similar 
in design to the one in Pisa were 
common throughout northern Italy 
during the Tenth, Eleventh and 
Twelfth centuries, and that Bonanno 
might well have wished to be dis- 
tinguished for something more than 
a bell tower to supplement Pisa's 
new cathedral and chapel. Thus, al- 
though Bonanno did not live to see 
the tower completed, he had so far 
advanced its construction when he 
died that his successors, Guglielmo 
d'Innsbruck and Tommaso Pisano, 
had no,choice but to continue in 
bis footsteps.

Railroad Ordered 
To Install Flash 
Lights at Crossing 


1 
Albany, June 23.—(Special)— 


The New York, New Haven & 


j Hartford Railroad Company has 
been ordered by the Public Serv- 
ice Commission to install auto- 
matic flashing signals at the North 
Plank road crossing in the town 


j of Shawangunk, Ulster county. 


The railroad company is re- 


quired by the order to place the 
signals in operation not later than 
September 1, 1939. The commis- 
sion closed an investigation re- 
garding the St. Elmo crossing of 
the railroad on the grounds that 
additional protection is not re- 
quired at that crossing. The ac- 
tion was taken by a four to one 
vote of 
the 
commission with 


Chairman 
Milo R. Maltbie and 


Commissioners George R. Lunn, 
Neal Brewster 
and Maurice C. 


Burritt voting in the affirmative 
and Commissioner George R. Van 
Namee in the negative. 


Photographs presented as ex- 


hibits in the commission's inves- 
tigation very clearly indicated a 
hazardous 
condition 
from 
the 


standpoint of highway travelers at 
the North Plank road crossing 
While it was true that the views 
were taken no farther away from 
the crossing than 200 feet in both 
directions, the pictures, coupled 
with the testimony of witnesses, 
materially supported the conten- 
tion that the crossing is danger- 
ous. 
The fact that the freight 


trains operated on this branch of 
the railroad are long trains also 
supported the contention of those 
who petitioned for additional pro- 
tection at the crossing. 
This is 


particularly true at night when 
the locomotive may be a consider- 
able distance away from the cross- 
ing and the freight cars are still 
passing over the highway, in fact 
barricading the highway without 
giving even the light indications 
which are 
given by passenger 


trains. Furthermore, the approach 
to the tracks from the west is par- 
ticularly bad because highway 
travelers are on a descending four 
per cent grade to within 50 feet 
of the crossing. 


The traffic count given by the 


railroad company's witness show- 
ing that 365 automobiles passed 
over the crossing in a 24-hour 
period, was taken early in Marcli 
It is reasonable to assume that in 
the spring, summer and fall there 
is more travel on this highway 
than is indicated by this traffic 
count. 


The proceeding which the com- 


mission instituted as to the pro- 
tection at this crossing was the 
result of a petition filed by the 
Wallkill Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tion, which asked for additional 
protection at both crossings 
It 


was concluded that proof was es- 
tablished that conditions at the 
North Plank road crossing are 
such as to place it in the category 
of dangerous crossings requiring 
added protection..

A-Men Organized to War 


On Insects and Disease 
WASHINGTON.—Little bug, you 


better watch out or the "A-man" 
will get you! 


The agriculture department has 


organized a staff of animal, insect 
and plant detectives along the line* 
of the famous justice department's 
"G-man" squad. 


The work is under the direction of 


; three agriculture department bu- 
reaus—biological survey for animals 
and birds, entomology for tasecti 
and plant quarantine for plant dis- 
eases. 


These pests cause damage of bil- 


lions of dollars a year, more than 
human criminals. 
Some of them, 


such as mountain lion, have been' 
sought as murderers. Wolves "pub- 
lic enemy No. 1" of the animal 
world, kill live stock. 


Grasshoppers are the "public ene- 


my No. 1" among insect pests. Oth- 
ers are Mormon crickets, whit* 
fringe beetles, Japanese beetles, 
pink boll worms, cotton boll weevils, 
and gypsy moths. Plant diseases 
include Dutch elm disease, white 
.pine rust and black stem rust 


The most recent case solved by 


the bureau of biological survey was 
that of the ground mole, accused 
by gardeners with eating valuable 
bulbs and underground parts of 
plants. 


The bureau absolved the mole of 


actually committing any crime, but- 
found he was "an accessory before 
the fact." 


"The myriad tunnels dug by the 


mole, however, often become run- 
ways for the actual criminal, the 
small, short-tailed pine mice, or, in 
some instances, the field, or mead- 
ow mice," the bureau said.

open to the public from May 1 to 
October 1 each year. 


The house is best known through 


Hawthorne's "Moses From an Old 
Manse," written while he spent his 
honeymoon there. 
Also it is the 


ancestral home of Emerson and part 
of the scene of the historic battle of 
Concord at Old North Bridge, on 
April 19, 1775, where the first shot 
of the American Revolution was 
fired. 


The house was built in 1789 by 


Reverend William Emerson, who 
watched the bridge battle from his 
window.

A New England farmer's account
